1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2. Attached is a summary of the comparative capabilities 
of the United States and the USSR in the field of audio surveillance 
and audio countermeasures. It has been prepared for your use in 25X11 
briefing the members of the CIA Subcommittee of the House Armed 
Services Committee on Thursday, 18 June 1964. 


3, In addition to the attached summary, arrangements have 
been made to have technical representatives of the Clandestine 
Services and the Office of Security stand by with selected items 
of U. S. and USSR equipment to display to the members of the Sub- 
committee and explain their use, should you consider this desirable. 


4, The Department of State has cooperated in providing 
certain items of Soviet equipment and has contributed to the 
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estimate of capabilities reflected in the attached summary. As 
you know, however, the FBI is the responsible Agency for cogni-~ 
zance of Soviet and U.S. capabilities in the audio and audio 
countermeasures field in this country, but they have not been 
contacted in this instance.
